PART III REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This application has been examined. Claims 1 , 3-6,8,9 and 1 1 are being allowed 
over the prior art of record. Applicant's arguments on pages 7-1 1 are found to be 
persuasive. Prosecution on the merits is closed in this application. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches different ways of controlling the storage media and 
detecting the different types of storage media connected. However the prior art of 
record fails to teach, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all other 
features in the claims), a storage media control circuit for controlling inputs to and 
outputs from a plurality of types of storage media of different shapes and specification 
comprising; buffers for holding input data or output data with regard to this storage 
medium; first control means, which correspond to respective ones of the plurality of 
storage media, for performing control for accessing the storage media; selection means 
for selecting said buffers; and second control means for controlling selection of said first 
control means and said selection means in accordance with result of detection by said 
detection means, as recited in the independent claims.
